YOKOHAMA.

We learn from the Japan Mav that the Japanese Government 
intend sending an officer to Hong Kong to inspect the gaol. There 
can be no doubt that the Japanese Commissioners will be much 
struck by the European system, which is so admirably carried 
out in Hong Kong. It remains to be seen whether the Japanese 
will think themselves justified in adopting a similar mode in their 
own prisons. 

From Nee-e-gata we hear that the rice crop of the province of 
Echigo promices extremely well this year, and that great hopes 
are formed of the benefit likely to accrue therefrom, both to the 
foreign and native interests of that port. The prosperity of Nee-e- 
gata must depend on its rice trade ; and the plains of Echigo, of 
which it forms the outlet, are the richest and most extensive rice 
lands in Japan. : ; 

Seven persons have lately been executed at Nee e gata for making 
false kinsatz. We can understand from this example why the 
Yedo Government hesitate to adopt the recommendation to mercy 
promectod by the consular corps in favour of a Chinese and two 

apanese in the recent forgery case at Yokohama. 

We have already drawn attention to the Japanese proclamation 
of neutrality. The full text of the proclamation is now to hand. 
It consists of thirteen clauses, and is very clearly worded. Jt 
commences by ordering “ all Japanese subjects, in consequence ef 
the neutral attitude of Japan, to abstain from discussing the 
y maa on which side the right or wrong lies, not only in written 

ocuments, but in conversation.” The strictest rules are laid 
down to give impartial supplies to the vessels belonging to either 
of the contending partion, and to prevent their engaging in or 
near the Japanese harbours; and Japanese subjects are prohi- 
bited from embarking goods on board any vessel engaged in hos- 
tilities. In order to enforce the observance of the regulations re- 
lating to foreigners, Japanese men-of-war are stationed at the fol- 
lowing ports—two at Yokohama, three at Hiogo, three at Naga- 
saki, one at Hakodadi, and two at Shinagawa. 

It is stated that the P.and 0. steamer Deli will take direct 
for Europe, through the Suez Canal, the first of the season’s ex- 
port of silkworm cards. 











HIOGO AND OSAKA TRADE RETURNS. 


The statistics of trade for the six months ending the 30th 
June, compiled by the Hiogo and Osaka Chamber of Com- 
merce, present so remarkable an increase, both in exports and 
apo when compared with the returns of the corresponding 
period last year, that we cannot but regard them as highly 
encouraging, notwithstanding the unquestionable fact that 
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exceptional circumstances have exercised a ve 
fluence on the development of the trade in both branches. For 
the half-year just closed the total value of imports, exclusive 
of treasure, was Mexican $4,803,534, against a total of $2,032,395 
for the first half of last year—an increase of $2,771,139, or con- 
siderably more than double. The returns of the exports during 
the same periods, however, reveal a still greater proportionate 
increase. Leaving treasure out of the question, we find a 
total value of $2,149,711 for the first six months of 1870, 
against $551,820 for the firat half of last year, or an increase 
very nearly fourfold. Among exports—which as they are least 
likely to fluctuate with exceptional circtmstances, we will deal 
with first—the chief articles which show an increase are: silk, 
$681,295 ; tea, $274,802 ; camphor, $46,048 ; and copper, $278,270. 
The Hiogo News justly observes that, if the deficient harvest of 
last year has forced the natives to h forward their produce in 
order to exchange it for rice And , the near approach of famine 
may eventually prove {to have es a blessing in disguise, by 
stimulating the production of articles which will always find a 
market, and generally show a handsome return to the producer. 
We have no doubt that our contemporary’s views on this subject 
will be shared by all who are interested in the development of the 
ports which he represents. There can be no doubt that the enor- 
mous increase of the imports was due to the deficient crops ; but 
the fact that the exports could be quadrupled in a single year of 
exceptional industry, while the imports were only required to be 
doubled in a year of exceptional scarcity, is testimony so con- 
clusive as to the resources and prospects of Hiogo and Osaka that 
no comment could add to its force. From the returns before us it 
is evident that sustained industry, at the present rate of supply, 
will make the exports pay for the imports in years of average 
harvest. And, with an inexhaustible fund of exports, the demand 
for which is increasing beyond calculation, what more encouraging 
prospeet can be shown by any community than is revealed here}?

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The following is a literal translation of the memorial addressed 
by the various representatives of Foreign Governments in Peking 
to Prince Kung, after the perpetration of the massacre at Tient- 
sin. It would be impossible to give any adequate idea of the 

e, weak, and purposeless style of this document if it were 
abridged. It bears strong internal evidence of having been 
largely seasoned with eupbuistic phraseology by the same au- 
thority who has so often tried to “make things pleasant” to the 
_Home Government by telegraph. 

Peking, June 24, 1870. 

Monseigneur,—It is with the deepest grief and indignation that the 
undersigned representatives of foreign Governments accredited to China 
have Icarned the news of the atrocious crime which has been committed 
at Tientsin, at one of the very yates of the capital of the empire. The 

’ Consul of France, the missionaries, and the Sisters of Charity, as well as 
the French subjects residing at Tientsin, have been massacred, and their 
establishments burned. And according to the information, somewhat 

_Aindefinite, it is true, which has reached Peking, it is to be feared that 
the fanatical populace may have gone to other excceses against the 
foreign residents of Tientsin. 

The undersigned do not doubt that the Government of the Emperor, 
in Ite high wisdom, shares tho gencral indignation felt at the atrocities 
committed, and is conscious of the grave responsibility which rests 
upon it, as well as of its duty to take the indispensable steps to pravent 
a repetition of acts which could not fail to seriously compromise the 
position of the Imperial Government with the whole world. 

Tho events at Tientsin prove that foreigners are not sufficiently 
protected by the local authorities in China. 
terest of the Imperial Government itself to demonstrate, by unmis- 
takable acts, its firm determination to assure, through the whole 
extent of chinese territory, the safety of the residents who are 
confided to its loyalty. If such a catastrophe can occur eighty miles 
from the capital of the Empire the undersigned cannot refrain from ap- 
prehending that, unless the guilty are promptly punished, new crimes 
will be perpetrated at places more distant from the capital, where the 
action of the central authority is still less efficacious. It is therefore 
indispensable that the world, in learning the news of this crime, should 
be informed at the same time that justice has been done, and that it 
may be reassured as to the lot of its citizens confided to the protection 
of China.

SHANGHAI,

The following summary is from the North China Herald of 
Sept. 22 :— 

here has been no local news of interest ; everything is per- 
fectly quiet in Shanghai. Any number of rumours gain currency 
among the people in regard to the course of affairs, but they are 
more or less vague, and not worth repeating. 

A general parade of the 8. V.C. is to be held to-morrow, and 
seamen and marines from the U.S. Benicia are to join in the dis - 
play. It is hoped that the commanders of the English, French, 
and Russian men-of-war in harbour will also land some men on 
the occasion. 

A correspondent writes :—* Tho literary examinations at Hang- 
chow eye * the 16th of the present Chinese month, and the 
10,000 candidates are now rapidly dispersing in e. During 
the confinement in the hall of examination six or ths scholars 
died. It is said their bodies were thrust out through a hole in 
the wall, and left to be cared for by friends, if there were any 
present. While the examination was in progress, the city was 
ra i with visitors, scholars, and soldiers. In several street 
chapels there was daily preaching by native ministers or foreign 
missionaries. The audiences were good, and invariably behaved 
with decorum. In the midst of so many unpleasant rumours and 
events, it is pleasant to see that, at one point of foreign resi- 
dence, the critical moment, when go large a body of the turbulent 
anti-foreign element was collected, has passed without any dis- 
turbance. The walls around the Tartar portion of the city 
which were destroyed by the Taipings, are being rebuilt ; and 
it is said the city is again to be garrisoned.” 

We regret to have to record another attack on missionaries, 
though this time, fortunately, no life has been lost. A Chinese 
mob pulled down a Catholic Church at Wooching, on the Poyang 
Lake, on the 10th inst., and fears are entertained that they may 
extend their violence to Kiukiang and other mission establishments 
in the neighbourhood. The rioters were perfectly organised, as they 
were at Tientsin; for when they were on the point of setting fire 
to the adjacent buildings they were ordered to refrain, and obeyed. 
The houses of some converts were pulled down, and themselves 
maltreated. The Taoutai was appealed to, but uselessly. The 
case may be suggestive to those who ridicule “ warnings,” for it 
may be remembered that threatening placards were posted at 
Kiukiang on the 7th instant ; and, a commencement having been 
made in the neighbourhood, the priests much fear that this threat 
also may be realised. 

We have no very definite news from Tientsin, though reports 
have been rather thick. The Chinese believe, amongst other 
things, that the demand for Chén-kwo-Jui’s head has been fore- 
gone, but that the French Chargé d'Affairs has demanded a sum 
of Tis. 2,000,000 compensation, about which there is likely to be 
difficulty. The French say, on the other hand, that this sum has 
been offered by Prince Kung. We think it will be a pity if the 
belief first expressed by the Chinese, that money would enter 
largely into the question, be confirmed ; as large monetary exac- 
tions do not tend to raise the foreign character in the eyes of the 
Chinese. The casg is too serious for money consideration other 
than the making good of losses. Punishment was what wae 
needed, and punishment so marked as to be a guarantee for the 
future ; and this is the main object that should be kept in view. 

Be this as it may, we are reliably informed that the question of 
peace is by no means decided; that Prince Kung is inclined ts 
accede to the French demands, and is anxious to maintain pence 
at all hazards, that the two Empresses support him, and are 
strongly opposed to any further trouble ; but that Prince Kung’s 
brother, the seventh prince, known as the Chi Ye, is bent on war, 
and is confident of being able to repel any attempts that the 
French may make. As this last personage holds a post equiva: 
lent to commander-in-chief of the whole Chinese army, and 
very intimate with Chen-kwo-Jui, he may have very important in- 
fluence on the course of affairs with foreigners, ad ths settlement 
of the pending negotiations. Chen-kwo-Jui has just been distri+ 
buting pen, ink, and paper to the 20,000 students locked up in 
the Examination Mall at Peking at last dates, thus biddin for 
popularity amongst the literati; The murdet of Ma- i 
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grams to 17th Aug. 
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talked of among the Chinese at Peking as being the result of 
his pro-foreign proclamations. We very much regret to hear 
that the Chinese mission to Paris is so far arranged that its mem- 
bers are preparing to start. We look upon any transfer of the nego- 
tiation from Tientsin to Europe as a fatal error; and trust that 
European Powers will refuse to recognise any such proposal. 
The greatest hope of peace is that Prince Kung will abandon his 
vacillating policy and make a firm stand ; and if he can so far 
abandon Chinese finesse as to insist on carrying out at once his 
own views he has the power to put an end to the matter by ac- 
cepting the French demands or a compromise. 

he Courier reports that 15,000 Koreans have made their way 
from their own country into Russian territory. The Russian 
Government have fed as many as possible of the people, who 
have thus been thrown on their hospitality ; but the Korean 
Government are greatly enraged at the emigration, and have, 
through the medium of some Chinese officials, demanded of the 
Russians that the refugees should be returned. The Russians, on 
the other hand, being very willing to retain the Koreans, have 
made a counter claim on the Korean Government for reimburse- 
mené of the cost of the food, &c., supplied to the poor people, and 
as this will probably be assessed at such a sum as will be beyond 
the power of the Korean Government conveniently to meet, the 
probability is that Russia has gained an accession of 15,000 good 
settlers to the maritime region of Eastern Siberia, which is at the 
same time a gain to civilisation. 

The sale by auction of the fine steamer Tapangnyo, advertised 
for the 20th, did not take place, there not being an attendance of 
such bidders as to make a sale probable. The auction was there- 
fore adjourned sine die. 

The new flag-staf at the British Consulate, consisting of an 
iron base with wooden prolongation, was inaugurated in the pre- 
sence of a company of the officers and men of H.M.S. Zbra 
and others ; so that the British flag after a lengthened period of 
invisibility again waves over the picturesque Consulate Compound, 





HONG KONG.

THE TYPHOON. 

The China Mav gives a full account of the late Typhoon. The 
barometer became unsteady on Saturday (September 22nd), and 
the clouds were portentiously low and threatening. Notwith- 
standing these BE pearaLet apd consequent prophecies, several 
of the colonial yachts went out on their usual Sanday cruise, It 
was not until six o’clock that the wind assumed a forcible as- 
pect; and even then the decline shown by the barometer was so 

dual that it was believed by many that it was a false alarm 
after all. On Sunday morning the glass gradually fell ; the wind 
(very light) holding steadily at WNW. ; during the day the 
barometer fell nearly four-tenths, the weather being pleasant 
though the sky was overcast, the thermometer ranging from 82 
deg. to 86 deg. About six p.m. it commenced to rain, and the 
wind gradually rose, veering from W.N.W. to N.W. During the 
night the glass fell gradually but surely, and about three a.m. on 
Monday it blew heavily in gusts, with much rain; the glass mark- 
ing 29.40. At about seven a.m. the barometer was steady at 
29.20, and even rose a little, but soon fell again, and the squalls 
increased in weight and strength. At ten a.m. the glass at 
Messrs. Falconer's, which is considered the standard in the colony, 
stood at 29.23, being 12-100s lower than during the height of the 
typhoon of '67. ‘The sea rose rapidly, and the wind veered to 
N ., from which quarter it blew steadily and heavily for 
some hours. The Praya wall gave way in several places, 
and the wharf on the Praya belonging to Wohang went by 
the board. The vessels in the harbour commenced drag- 
ging, and the Annamite steamer Dong Wue, the Delaware (just 
arrived from Singapore) and the Yesso were in dangerous proxi- 
mity to each other for some time. At eleven the glass was still 
falling and stood (the standard) at 29.14, the wind increasing 
and drawing slightly to the eastward. As this was the lowest 
point ever marked by this glass before, in Hong Kong, matters 
assumed a serious oA tire business was generally suspended, and 
residents generlly shut their houses and prepared for a typhoon. 
The sea broke heavily over the Praya, flooding the Chinese 
houses at the westward and covering with spray the European 
buildings on the Praya Central. As the tide ebbed the reflux meet- 
ing the wind got up a short but heavy sea. The Dong Wue dragged 
foul of the Delaware, semaine Det smoke stack under the latter’s 
bows and carrying it away; her bulwarks were badly stove and 
the two vessels remained in contact for some time; the precise 
amount of damage we have not as yet been able to ascertain. At 
about 1.45 the gale was at its height, the standard marking 29.10, 
and the other barometers 28.90 ; the wind blew fearfully, and the 
sea made a clean breach over the Praya from east to west. Messrs. 
Hook and Son’s cargo-boats, which had been anchored off Pedder’s 
Wharf, were in great jeopardy, and after losing their masts two 
of them were driven ashore, and landed on the wharf opposite 
Messrs. Russell and Co.’s. Many Chinese boats shared the same 
fate, and the Praya along its entire length was strewed with 
fragments of wreck and general debris. The barque Jane drifted 
down ,on to the Sin Nanzing, but the latter having steam up

easily eluded her, and took up position on the other side of t 
harbour. 

We regret to learn that the yacht Facry was lost near Low- 
kewan, and a French sailor drowned, a French gentleman who 
was on board being saved by the Chinese. A junk containing 
some thirty or forty Chinese, mostly women, capsized just oppo- 
site Kowloong Rock, near Kowlong City. Mr. Beart with great 
gallantry and promptitude brought his yacht Zephy, to an anchor, 
and, by the use of life-buoys and other means, succceded in saving 
all hands. The flagstaff at the peak snapped like a walking-stick. 
The scene from the Praya front looking seaward was most fear- 
fully magnificent, the various craft tossing like cockle-shells upon 
the seething waters of the bay, and the blinding squalls driving 
in through the Lycemoon as if in hot haste to increase the ter- 
rible tumult already visible all over the harbour. The Praya wall 
formed a sort of irregular fringe to the boiling mass of water ; 
the spray in many instances went up sheer forty or fifty feet on 
the houses fronting the Praya. 

From the direction of the wind it is presumed that the typhoon 
sprung into existence somewhere on the coast of Japan. Being 
of enormous calibre, and travelling very slowly, it made its way 
southward to the eastward of Formosa and entered the China Sea 
through the Bashee Channel. The course it was taking would 
have brought the centre nearly directly over Hong Kong, but it 
it is os a that, impinging on Formosa, it passed to the 
eastward. 

About three o’clock the squalls appeared to lose in violence ; 
but the barometer still continued to fall. The lull was only the 
usual precursor of a change of wind, and indicated that the centre 
of the storm was in our immediate vicinity. About 4.30 the gale 
recommenced, the wind coming heavily and steadily from ESE. 3 
the glass has (as we go to press) evidently reached its lowest 
point—marking 29 on Falconer’s standard glass—and shows 
symptoms of a rise. The height of the gale, therefore, had yet to 
come. The Praya Wall, from Lane, Crawford and Co.’s to the 
extreme west, was a mass of ruins; in some places cavities have 
been eaten out to the depth of from four to eight feel. To the 
westward of the Harbour Master's Office great damage was done 
both on shore and afloat. The streets were strewn with tiles, and 
a large number of Chinchew and coasting junks piled upon the 
rocky beach outside the Bund. Mr. Hook's cargo hicate rode out 
the gale hopefully in the earlier part of the day ; but as the gale 
rose to its greatest height, masts were cut away, and at last they 
got adrift on the Bund. The scene at this stage was a most 
exciting one. A crowd of residents, a number of soldiers, and @ 
few Sia icemen had assembled opposite Messrs. Smith Archer's 
building to assist in getting ashore the crews of these unwieldy 
craft. The soldiers, police, and residents worked at this stage 
with a right good will, and were amply rewarded for their heavy 
drenching by the salvage of a goodly number of native men and 
women. 

The trees near the German Club were dismembered, and others 
torn up by the roots. The Public Gardens were slightly damaged. 
The damage to the foreign shipping was inconsiderable, but the 
native craft suffered severely. The greater part of the damage 
done was between the P. and O. Godowns and the Gasworks 
where the sunken and disabled craft are numerous. The loss of 
life, though considerable, bears a small proportion to the number 
of lives in actual jeopardy. The wrecks of Chinchew junks and 
Macao and Canton passage boats, many of them Jaden with valua- 
ble cargo, strewed the shore at the westward. Messrs. Hook and 
Sons lost seven cargo boats (six on this side and one at Kowloon) 
valued at about $9,000. The yacht Vemesis was so badly damaged 
that she is not considered worth repairing. The large guano lighter 
belonging to Mr. Tejerina was driven on the rocks opposite Ord- 
nance yard, and badly damaged. The schooner Gavioto, belonging to 
same owners, was only saved from wreck by sacrificing her masts. 
The American ship Naples drove from her anchorage athwart the 
bows of the colonial steamer Victoria, carrying away the bow- 
sprit of the latter, and doing her some other slight damage. The 

unboat Bouncer dragged some distance, but brought up without 

amage. The steamer /’zz was in great danger, but was saved 
without injury. The screw of the Delaware fouled with the 
chain of the Dong Wue. The steamer Fire Dart reports that 
it blew terrifically at Macao. No damage was done to the 
European shipping, though considerable among the native 
craft. Several houses were blown down, and considerable 
anxiety felt. The Praya wall was slightly damaged and 
some trees torn up by the roots, but the amount of injury sus- 
tained is reported inconsiderable. Barometer 28.95. Fears were 
entertained that the diving apparatus hitherto in use at the Dun- 
maw. wreck had been entirely lost ; but nearly everything was re- 
covered. Mr. Norton lost his lifeboat, gig, dingy, and two large div- 
ing boats ; but as the diving apparatus is almost complete, the work 
will not be long delayed. Indeed, as about $140,000 worth of 
cargo was saved, there only remain about 250 tons of lead, 20 
tons of nail rod iron, and a few cases of copper to bring above 
water. 

Among the most lamentable incidents of the typhoon is the 
wreck of the Siamese barque Walter. She seems to have been 
subjected to the full force of the hurricane. Her two chains were 
seen to part, and she drifted. The captain hoisted sail, in the 
hope of Corn er harbour, but the barque struck the shore op- 
posite Green Island. Most of the crew jumped on to land; The 
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captain and mate (both Englishmen), with five native sailors, re- 
mained with the vessel. Their hope of saving her was destroyed, 
for she drifted away from the shore and sunk. The captain and 
the remnant of the crew were saved, but the mate, whose name is 
not mentioned, was drowned. 

During the efforts made by residents, soldiers, and police, on the 
afternoon of the 26th, to save life, many acts of daring were 
doubtless performed, mention of which may never reach the public 
ear. We may observe, however, that a party of gentlemen, headed 
apparently by Mr. Craig (of the Chartered Mercantile Bank), did 
signal service at West Point in saving a large number of natives 
from the shattered and sinking junks. At the Praya Central, where 
the successful efforts were made to save the occupants of Messrs. 
Hooks cargo boats, Mr. A. I Turner (of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank) nearly lost his life while foremost among the res- 
cuers. A heavy sea swept him down amongst the drifting wreck at 
Russell’s Jetty, and it was not without difficulty he was recovered 
from the swaying debris. Later on, in the evening, great interest 
was excited by an attempt, or rather a series of attempts, to save 
two women from a sampan off Sassoon’s Jetty. The little craft 
was perhaps a hundred yards or more from the shore, and five or 
six rockets had been fired with lines attached, but had fallen 
short on account of the heavy gusts of wind. A party of gentle- 
men—consisting of Messrs. A. M’Leod, J. M’Leod, George Glasse, 
and Edward Norton, with Mr. C. Eichel (of the Hong Kong 
Hotel) and another—manned a boat and essayed to go forth to 
the rescue of the poor women. They were beaten back in their 
gallant attempt, but the women were ultimately saved.

BANGKOK. 

Dates are down to Sept. 30. The rainfall was continuous and 
abundant, and advices from the province of Petchaburi describe 
the rainfall there as very favourable. ‘The anticipated drought 
and the fears of a meagre ‘rice crop have been dissipated. The 
usual inundations at the City of Ayuthia were taking place, and 
the Ayuthians and their contiguous neighbours confident of a 
splendid rice crop. The rice crops of all quarters in Siam are of 
the most encouraging nature. 

His Siamese Majesty’s birthday was commemorated with great 
ben on the 2ist September. He is universally admired and be- 

aves. His Highness the P’usamret Rajakan Pendin, popularly 
styled the Regent, is his main prop, and stands before the world 
as the responsible man for all the acts of the Government, This 

re-eminently distinguished statesman is unquestionably loyal to 

is King, and his Grace is the prime mover of the recent national 
demonstrations of sacred devotion to his Majesty. At his Grace’s 
suggestions sprang the three nights illuminations, the salute of 
uns on the 2ist at noon, and the ball at which the Foreign Con- 
suls and other Europeans were invited. 

Another set of entertaining amusements awaited the pleasure- 
loving people of Siam. The Sat had This occurs on the 
14th and 15th of the waning of the tenth month and the lst of 
tho eleventh. The people usually make sweetmeats and present 
them to their friends. This is also done at k’rut. 

The awkwasa was approaching, when those who wish can retire 
from the priesthood, and the priests are at liberty to travel, and 
be absent from their own temple at night. On the day before, 
the day of, and the day after the full moons of the eleventh and 
twelfth Siamese months, there was to be the usual annual display 
of fireworks on the river, infront of the palaces of their Majesties 
the First and Second Kings. These occur on the 8th, 9th, and 
10th of October, and the 6th, 7th, and 8th of November. 

in the midst of the intense excitement to make the joyful de- 
smonstrations of the nation a success, in commemoration of H.M. 
the Supreme King’s birthday, one accident only is reported. 
There was a conflagration within the enclosure of the Royal 

lace. One of the houses of one of the late King’s wives was 

urned, and another caught fire. The loss was comparatively 
small, and the flames were rapidly extinguished. 

The Siam Weekly Advertiser says:—In the later part of August 
the North German barques Fortuna and Engelbere, chartered in 
Singapore, arrived in this port, consigned to Messrs. Pickenpack, 
Thies and Co. Shortly after their arrival these two vessels, we 
learn, were re-chartered to some native merchants, by their con- 
signees, and rice, sufficient to load both vessels, was purchased by 
the re-charterers from the consignees. This transaction happened 
previous to the receipt of the news of the Franco-Prussian War. 

When the news arrived that war had been declared by France 
against Prussia, by the mutual consent of the consignees and the 
captain of each of these vessels, the original charter parties were 
cancelled, and this was done, our informant says, without any 
reference to the interests of the re-charterers, who, as might have 
been expected, objected, but, as it appears, without avail, to being 
thus deprived of their acquired rights to the use of the vessels, 
and to the loss of the prospective profit which they anticipated on 
the cargoes which they had purchased from the consignees. 
These being neutral cargoes were not liable to capture by the 
French men-of-war. 

The re-charterers having acquired the right to use these vessels, 
was it just to deprive them of their lawful rights without their 
consent ? If, in consequence of the Franco-Prussian war, the 
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original charter parties of these two vessels were cancelled, are 
the re-charterers, being neutrals, not entitled to compensation for 
the loss entailed upon them by the cancelling of these original 
charter parties 7—{ Perhaps our Hamburg friends will enlighten 
us on this subject.—Ep. L. é C. 7.] 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 7th October. The English mail of 
Aug. 26 arrived on the 26th Sept., and the French mail, with 
London letters to Sept. 2, arrived on the 2nd October. 

We learn from the Straits Times that at the meeting of the 
Council, on the 30th August, the unofficial members of the Com- 
mittee on Government House took exception toa paper which 
had been appended to their report without their consent, 
and at the meeting on the 27th September this paper was 
withdrawn. The paper objected to was Appendix D, which 
was printed with the report. This document appeared 
to fix the blame of charging some $4,500 of the bills for 
Government House to Repairs to Civil Buildings ; but the Com- 
mittee, while declining to affix the blame on any one in par- 
ticular, remarked that the irregularity was committed openly, 
and “ with the knowledge of every officer in any way responsible 
for ‘the control, payment, or audit of the expenditure of the 
Public Works Department ;” and their objection to affix “A 

endix D” to their Report may be regarded as evidence of their 

oubt of its sincerity. 

At the meeting on the 3rd Oct. a vote of $7,415.51, to cover 
the excess of cost of the building, was introduced by the Hon. 
W.R. Scott and passed; and we suppose the matter has now 
ended. Another matter of considerable local interest is the pas- 
sage of the Pensions Bill into law, and the joint protest of the 
unofficial members against the distinctions drawn in it. These 
documents, we believe, go home by the present mail. We 
regret being unable to speak positively upon the terms of the 
protest, no copy of it having been inserted in the official 

inutes of the Council, and the shorthand reports not hav- 
ing yet been published. But we believe one of the prin- 
cipal leaps objected to is that it debars those officers who con- 
tinued in office after the transfer from the increased advantages 
afforded to those who have been appointed under the Colonial rule. 
The committee appointed to inquire into the Civil Establishments 
of the colony have concluded their inquiry, but their report has 
not yet been made public. As the Colonial Secretary, who was 
one of the committee, intends going home on leave shortly, we 
suppose the report will be forthcoming soon. 

According to previous notice, the Hon. W. R. Scott moved a 
resolution “that in the opinion of this Council it is expedient 
that the convict establishment should not be removed from the 
settlements, and that transportation of a limited number of con- 
victs from India or Ceylon under the rules now prevailing would 
be advantageous to the colony.” ‘This resolution is not inoppor- 
tune, as we believe in a very short time the number of trans- 
marine convicts here available for the public works will be 
very materially reduced. Expiry of the term of imprison- 
ment, age, and death, are the causes at work; and as con- 
vict is believed to be cheaper than free labour, unless the 
number of convicts is reinforced the cost of the public works 
will be very materially increased. At the same meeting the Hon. 
Thomas Scott asked for certain returns concerning the steam 
launch Mata Mata. This launch is nominally a police boat, 
though tit may be questioned if she has ever performed any 
effective police duty ; and the returns asked for by the hon. mem- 
ber would have been interesting to the public, who have never 
been favoured with any information whatever regarding her. His 
Excellency the Governor, however, does not appear to think either 
the hon. member or the public entitled to know anything about it, 
for he replies that “he regrets he does not feel at liberty to 
furnish the returns in question,” but “the hon. member can, on 
application at the Government offices, obtain any information 
that is possessed there respecting the Mata Mata.” We may re- 
mark that this is not the first time an unofficial member has been 
curtly refused information. 

The quiet that has prevailed for a long time among the Chinese 
population has at last ceased, and the turbulence that has in time 
past characterised their secret organisations has again disturbed 
the peace of the town. Owing tu the vigilance of the police and 
the system of enrolling the head-men as special constables to 
preserve order, no serious outbreak has occurred, but the utmost 
watchfulness is necessary to prevent a deplorable riot. There are 
four very strong Chinese secret societies here, two of the strongest 
having endeavoured to provoke each other to a conflict, but their 
differences have, it is said, been amicably settled. The town 
was not to enjoy peace, however, for in a few days two other 
Kongsees quarrelled, and turned out in force, armed for a pitched 
battle ; but the speedy arrival of the police and the arrest of 
some of the principal men caused them to disperse—not, however, 
before one man had received a serious stab, and blows had been 
struck on both sides. The head men were enrolled as special con- 
stables, and, after doing some$very arduous police duty, decided to 
settle the quarrel. 
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A number of the European community have organised them- 
selves into a fire brigade. This isa step in the right direction. 
The Government, too, has been appealed to by the Municipal 
Commissioners with regard to some sort of legislation on the sub. 
ject, and the result has been the passage of a law empowering the 
Governor to appoint certain Fire Commissioners to take the 
direction of the crowd at fires, and giving these Commissioners 
certain powers and defining their duties. 

There is little other news to summarise. The criminal session 
opened on the 4th October, before his Honour the Chief Justice, 
the calendar being a very light one, and there being no cases of 
importance. 


NEW TARIFF OF DUTIES FOR THE PHILIPPINE 
ISLANDS. 

The Committee of Privy Council for Trade have received from 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs a copy of a Spanish 
decree establishing a new tariff of import and export duties to be 
levied in the Philippine Islands. Any person wishing to inspect 
this Tariff can do so on application at the (Commercial Depart- 
ment) Board of Trade, Whitehall-gardens. The antics 3 are 
the export duties imposed by the new tariff, the quantity being 
in each case 100 kilos ; Hemp, 1 persate ; Indigo, 4.75 persates ; do. 
for dyeing purposes, 1 persate ; White Rice, 25 cents ; Sugar, 85 
cents ; Coffee, 1.50 persate ; Dyewoods, 20 cents; other Woods 
2 per cent. ad val, 








We are glad to find that the interest inj the tag of the 
China clippers has not altogether passed away. The Thermopylae 
and Sir Lancelot have again been pitted against each other in 
the passage from Foochow. The Thermopylz left Foochow on the 
30th July, passed Anjer on the 28th Aug., and arrived in the 
Downs on the morning of the llth instant—104 days. The Sir 
Lancelot left on the 2nd Aug., passed Anjer on the 4th Sept., and 
arrived in the Downs on the 12th—102 days; the passage from 
Anjer being done in sixty-nine days. These veacali made the 
passage last year in eighty-nine and ninety days. 








Commercial Report. 


IMPORTS. 


SHANGHAI.—Nothing of special interest had occurred during the 
week. The market advices from the Northern and Riverine ports con- 
tinued cheerless, while small Auction sales of damaged and mildewed 
goods were nearly sufficient for local wants. Plain Cottons had, however, 
changed hands to some extent, but in several instances at a decline on 
last quotations. Grey Shirtings: The great scarcity of 84 lbs. had 
enabled holders to obtain higher rates for this class of goods. The 
steamship Eldon, from England, arrived in harbour on September 19, 
and by the 21st nearly all her complement of 8} lbs. Shirtings, not pre- 
viously{seld to arrive, had been placed at Tls. 2.22 to 2.24 per piece for 
common chops; and ex the steamers and sailing vessels supposed to be 
cloge at hand, sales of the same weight had been made; but the demand 
had been chiefly for immediate delivery, and hence lower rates were 
offered and accepted for goods afloat. Dewhurst Eagles were in less 
favour than ordinary and cheaper chops. Still they had also improved 
in value, Tls. 2.28 per piece having been offered and refused for a small 
parcel of the best brand. 7 lbs. had been in fair request, but there was 
little or n0 change to note in their value. Heavy makes continued 
unealeable. White Shirtings: A further reduction of fully 5 cands. per 
piece in the price of the most favourite makes has to be noted. For 
common and “lie” qualitics there was no inquiry, and it was almost 
impossible to place them on any terms. T-Cloths: The market was in 
a deplorable state. Extensive sales had been made, and the commoner 
kinds had fairly maintained their position, but a marked decline in the 
value of Mexican cloths had been establishod. Quotations were nominal. 
Drills: Few sales of American bad transpired, the demands of holders 
not quite suiting the ideas of purchasers, who had directed their atten- 
tion almost exclusively to English and Dutch makes, a sufficioncy 
of which they had been able to procure at about last mail’s quota- 
tions. A fair demand for these latter still existed at the close. Jeans 
were being sold at very low rates. There was a govd inquiry fur 
them; but stock was heavy, and holders were pressing sales. Fancy 
Cottons generally continued dull of sale, and former quotations 
had been barely maintained. Woollens were in no better position ; nor 
was there very much prospect of speedy improvement in the face of 
the excessive and unreasonable shipments from home. There was no 
improvement in any article of Woollen manufacture, while Long Ells, 
Spanish Stripes and Crapes were decidedly worse. Metals.—lIron: 
There had been a good demand for Nail Rods at about former rates. 
Lead was saleable only at low rates, say at about Ts. 4.35 for L.B. 
Coal: The Coal market continued to improve, and a fair demand existed 
for all descriptions, und with few arrivals stocks were rapidly decreasing. 
Cardiff: With no supplies coming forward, rates had advanced, and 
were quoted at Tls. 9.5.0 per ton from godown. English: No arrivals. 
American: Rates had advanced, and the Chinese were offering Tls. 9.2.5 
per ton from ship. 

Hanxow.—A large quantity of goods had heen disposed of during 
the fortnight, but the bulk of the business had been at very unsatisfac- 
tory rates, and the market closed dull, prices being weak for all descrip- 
tions of manufactures. Grey Shirtings had been bought to a consider- 
able extent, but an advance advised from Shanghai had only been par- 
tially responded to, and with holders pressiug sales, the improvement 
had been almost lost; the market closed dull, ut Tls. 1.70 to 1.75 for 
Jalbs., Tle, 2.17 to 2.24 for 8} Ibs., and Tle, 2,35 to 2.50 per plece for 
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9} to 10 lbs. White Shirtings quoted 5 candareens per piece lower, with 
very little inquiry. T-Cloths: Dealers fully supplied; moderate sales 
at a further decline of 5 candarcens per piece; re-»ales of fine Mexican 
7 Ibs. at Tls. 1.50 to 1.52; sales also of 8 Ibs., which cannot be quoted 
better than Ts. 1.80 for good. Drills: Larze sales, but with heavy 
arrivals, prices had given way, and quotations were—Dutch, Tls. 2.85 
to 2.05; English, Tls. 3 to 3.10; American, Tls. 3.25 to 3.30 per piece. 
Woollens and Worsteds: At very low ratea dealers had been induced to 
make large purchases. Camlets quoted 2 to 3 mace lower, requirements 
being satisfied. Long Ells: Large forced sales, at a decline of 4 to 5 
mace per piece; market weak, with a heavy stock on offer. Lastings: 
Only small sales reported. Spanish Stripes: Sales of these also pressed, 
and prices had given way. Metals: Lead showed a decline of 1 mace 
per picul, and weak at Tis. 4.40 to 4.50 per picul. Quicksilver: No 
sales; value, Tis. 54 per picul. 


Foocuow.—The following sales were reported : —3,450 pieces, 7 Ibs., 
T-Cloths, at $2.25 to 2.274; and 500 pieces, 6 Ibs., at $1.90. 

Hone Kona.—Business had been fairly active, considerable sales 
being roported of T-Cloths, Shirtings, Fancy Cotton Goods and Woollen. 
Prices showed but little or no variation from the quotations current a 
fortnight previously. Cotton Yarn: Steady demand for all counts at 
quotations.

A few purchases had been 
made, showin: a really fair value; but the average business must be 
considered a worse one than that of the previous fortnight, the advance 
having come, as it usually does, not in a higher tael price paid, but in 
an inferior quality being purchased, without an adequate concession in 
alge The reported settlements showed an amount of irregularity, to 

accounted for only by the produce having been bartered against opium 
and goods.

be looked for. Fine to choice Teas were still exceedingly high, andsome 
of the Teenkais settled showed an advance on the high rates paid at 
the opening of the market.

Hankow.—The following is Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Re- 
port, dated 17th September: There is no alteration to report in the 
position of our market. The Russian buyers still have it almost en- 
tirely In their own hands, and are apparently able to pay higher prices 
than other foreigners are willing to do. Arrivals from the country con- 
tinue much on the same scule, and we have again to advise large ship- 
Metis to Shanghui on native account. At present there are no signs of 
any falling off in supplies, and though Shanghai rates are much lower 
than those of last year, they are still remunerative enough to induce 
Teamen to send fresh orders into the country. ‘The total export 
shows an Increase over last year of two and a-half million pounds, 
and of this a much larger proportion has been sent away by na- 
tives than was the case last year. The increase is more than 
forty-eight thousand chests. Prices the last few days, if anything, 
show a slight decline.

NAVAL AND MILITARY.

The Admiralty has determined to award pensious to the mothers and 
aisters of those officers who were lost in Her Majesty's ships Captain 
and Slaney, and who did not Icave widows, provided such mothers and 
sisters were dependent on the officers who perished. Gratuities will also 
be awarded to the relatives of the men who did not leave widows, under 
similar conditions. The widows and children of the officers will be 
awarded the usual pensions, and the widows of the men the gratuities 
that are usually granted when officers and men are “ drowned on duty.”* 

A report has been spread that Captain Sherard Osborn had signided 
his intention of retiring from the naval service. To this we are enabled 
to offer a direct contradiction ; Captain Osborn has no iutention of re- 
tiring, and if the contrary had been the case, no notice need have been 
given until next year. 

As was noticed in our last issue, a small detachment of troops—175 
officers and men—will shortly proceed to Colombo. The troops at 
present stationed there are two batteries of the 2nd brigade Royal Ar- 
tillery, the 73rd Regiment of Foot, and eight companies of the Ceylon 
Rifles, the total number of troops being 2,000. 

Commander Thornagh Gurdon, whose letters on the subject of the 
policy of the present Government with regard to China affairs have 

rought him iuto prominent notice, has been, to the surprise of many, 
appointed to H.M.S. Valiant. 
ajor Grain, of the Royal Engineers, has been appointed Command- 
ing Royal Engineer at Hong Kong, and will proceed to that station in 
January next. 

The Ellenborough made a long passage to the Cape, and will not be 

in, probably, for a week or two. 


REINFORCEMENTS FOR CHINA AND JAPAN. 

A draft of infantry, about three hundred strong, is being made up to 
reinforce the 1st battalion of the 10th Regimert, now stationed in Japan, 
and for this purpose volunteering without limit has been opened in the 
depots of the Ist Battalion, 1st Royals, 38th Regiment, 79th Cameron 
Highlanders, and 104th Bengal Fusiliers. A detachment of the 75th 
Stirlingshire Regiment, now quartered at Raylan barracks, Devonport, 
consisting of Captain R. Wadeson, V.C., Lieutenant L. Phipson, Dram- 
Major Gibbs, two sergeants, and 96 rank and file, is to be held in readi- 
ness to proceed to head-quarters to join the service companies of the 
troops stationed at Hong Kong and Singapore.

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LITERATURE, SCIENCE, AND ART. 


Four Hundred Millions; Chapters on China and the Chinese. By. 
the Rev. A. E. Moule, Missionary at Ningpo. London: Secley, Jackson, 
and Halliday.—This work is apparently the result of much careful study 
of Chinese character. It treats of the religions and the different lan- 
guages of China compared with other countries, and presents a sketch of 
Chinese character based upon the proverbs and superstitions of the people. 
The author has evidently devoted great energy to the prosccution of 
missionary labour in the country, and the aim of the book is to urge its 
extension. The arguments that are brought forward upon this point 
contain much that is at variance with our own opinions on the subject ; 
but to this we need not further allude, as no impression which may be 
held with regard to the advisability of extending mission work in China 
will deteriorate the value of the book as an addition to our knowledge 
of Chinese character. The engravings with which the pages are embel- 
lished are fac-similes taken from a Chinese book intited Shing y2 sedng 
Reaz ; or, an Illustrated Commentary on the Sacred Edict. They 
are well executed, and present the usual peculiarities of perspective 
and figure drawing which characterise the work of Chinese compared 
with Western artists. } 

The September number of the Chinese Recorder captains a valuable 
paper —‘“ The Ideal Man of Confucius,” by the Rev. Mr. A-hmore—and 
articles on Chinese drinking habits and Chinese oaths, which contain a 
good deal of information. ‘The Entrance to the Yia Territory” is in- 
terestingly continued by the Rev. a. Crolezyk, and the Rev. Mr. Ed 
kins’s “ Vocabulary of the Miau Language” promises to be one of the 
most useful contributions to the magazine. Dr. Dudgeon continues his 
“ Chinese Arts of Healing” with his usual clearness of explanation, and 
the remainder of the contents make up a number of more than usual 
interest. We cannot but regret, however, that the editor should have 
admitted Mr. George Phillips’s ‘‘ Protest against Dr. Bretschneider’s 
Acrimonious Criticism” (sic). The space of the Recorder is too valua- 
ble to be devoted to the mutual disparagement of two gentlemen, both 
of whom are entitled to the respect of its subscribers. 





Mr. J. Wuirz, M P., ox THe Barpist Rours.—The senior mem- 
ber for Brighton delivered a lecture at the Town Hall on “ The King- 
dom of Italy,”’ on the commencement of the winter session of the 
Brighton Liberal Registration Association. The chair was taken by 
the President of the Association, Mr. Charles Carpenter, who was sup- 
ported on the platform by many of the principal members. After an 
eloquent description of recent fulfilment of the most cherished aspira- 
tions of a patriotic people after fifty years of wars, insurrections, and

LORD GRANVILLE AT GUILDHALL. 

At the Lorp Mayor's banquet to Ministers last Wednes- 
day, the Foreign Secretary had the gratification of an- 
mouncing that he had just received a telegram from Mr. 
Wane, dated Peking, October 26, stating that the Chinese 
Commissioner was then about to start for France, and that 
there was then no danger in the North of China. This, so 
far as it goes, is good news, but it would have been more 
satisfactory if Earl Granvitte had made s0 important a 
communication at a time and place when he might have 
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been asked to explain the grounds on which he could re- 
concile Mr. Wapz’s statement, that there was “no danger,’ 
with the fact that the Chinese were arming, and also wha 
course he intended to adopt with reference to the Chinese 
Commissioner, now on his way to France. That distracted 
country is not likely to be in any condition to treat, as the 
importance of the case demands, with the representative of 
China on his arrival; and much time, and a most valuable 
opportunity may be lost, if the Commissioner should take 
advantage of French confusion, to return home without 
accomplishing the object of his mission. 

Whatever reliance may be placed on Mr. Wape’s assurance 
that there is no danger in the North of China, it is certain 
that no such feeling can be indulged in the South. The 
burning of the new chapel at Fatshan, reported in our last, 
was evidently something more than a mere menace to fo- 
reignuers. Although no foreigner was attacked, and no fo- 
reigners’ property destroyed, it can hardly be doubted that 
the Rev. Mr. CHatmers, the only foreigner present at the 
consecration, owes the preservation of his life to his retire- 
ment from the scene immediately after the conclusion of the 
ceremony, and fonly just before the work of destruction was 
commenced. We trust that the circumstances of this outrage 
will be brought prominently before the Foreign Office by the 
London Missionary Society, of which body we believe Mr. 
CHALMERS is a member. Unless our treaties are to be regarded 
ag mere nullities, it is clear that the work of the missionaries 
Toust be respected as well as their lives. In officiating at 
the consecration of the chapel at Fatshan, at the invitation of 
the native converts who had built it, Mr. CHALMERS and the Mis- 
sionary Society acquired an interest in the sacred edifice quite 
as real as if they had contributed money instead of their 
services. We are authorised by treaty to proselytise, and it 
is idle to argue that this does not cover protection to con- 
verts ag well as to missionaries. 


In the report which appeared in the London and China 
Telegraph of the 7thof February last of the proceedings be- 
fore the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in the 
case of “ RopcER versus the Comptoir d’Escompte and the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China,” it was 
stated that a special day would be fixed for arguing the 
question of interest. We understand that the Committee 
will hear the arguments on the 26th inst. 





LAW AND JUSTICE IN THE FAR EAST. 

Tue interests involved in the libel case, SmitH v. SiH, 
in the Court of Summary Jurisdiction, Hong Kong, were so 
important as to cause Mr. Justice Baut’s judgment to be an- 
ticipated with more than common anxiety by all whose ex- 
perience in the Far East had taught them how much that is 
little comprehended by the outer world depended on his de- 
cision. Mr. BaL’s judgment came to hand by the last mail, 
and was repcrt:d in our last issue. Its effect was to mulct 
the defendant in a penalty of $250, “ with the usual conse- 
quences—that is to say, costs.” The result of a very care- 
ful perusal of the judgment in question, as reported in the 
Hong Kong Datly Press, is to confirm the truth of the oft- 
repeated axiom, that it is not for the public advantage 
that damages in any libel case should be assessed without 
a jury. Actions of this kind essentially demand the expe- 
rience and the discretion of mercantile and professional 
men, mixing in the same society and sharing the same 
responsibilities as the litigants. These, and these alone, can 
fairly estimate the amount of pecuniary recompense due to 
a damaged reputation, and to these, and these alone, should 
be referred the task of repairing it. It is too much to ex- 
pect of any judge~--be his acumen ever so great and his im- 
partiality ever so undoubted—to fix a money value on the 
disparagement, real or alleged, of the fair fame of a brother 
official. It is for this reason mainly that we regret that the 
plaintiff should have laid hisdamagesat the precise sum ($500) 
which would bring his action under “summary jurisdiction.” It 
is hardly necessary to remind our readers that Mr. SmitH, the 
plaintiff, is the Registrar-General of Hong Kong, and that 
Mr. Suiru, the defendant, is the publisher of the local Daily 
Press, It is prima facie evident that, if so important an 
official as the plaintiff sustained any appreciable injury from 
the misrepresentations of so established a journal as our 
Hong Kong contemporary, $500 would be a sum wholly in- 
adequate to compensate him for such an injury ; and also 
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that it would have been much more satisfactory to his feel- 
ings, and have contributed more to the well-being of the 
community in which both parties move, if the apparently 
nominal damages claimed had been expanded by a jury in- 
stead of being halved by a Judge. As it appears now, the 
upshot of the whole trial is an anti-climax. That a Regis- 
trar-General should value any damage to his official reputa- 
tion at such a sum as $500 is a phenomenon only to be ac- 
counted for on the principle enunciated in the line— 
‘¢ His wound is great because it is so small ;” ; 
and that a judge should feel compelled, after an exhaustive 
exposition of the law, to give judgment for only a moiety of 
that petty amount irresistibly reoals the line with which the 
critic capped the poet— 
‘Then ’twould be greater if ’twere none at all!” 

We are far from thinking that Mr. Smira’s (the plaintift’s) 
claim waa limited to $500 for the sake of removing it from 
the appraisement of his fellow-citizens ; and we are not dis- 

d to cavil at Mr. Batt’s judgment, although we cannot 
perceive that Mr. Suira (the defendant) was actuated in his 
writings by any but the best motives in the publio interest. 
Some of the expressions in the comments in the Daily Press 

have been, to a certain extent, ill-judged ; but there can 
be no doubt that the occasion was one in which the editor, 
writing on the information he received, felt bound to write 
energetically ; anda simple disclaimer, or explanation, from 
Mr. Smits (the defendant) would have set all right, and saved 
an exhibition which cannot but exercise an injurious influence 
on the prestige of European official society in Hong Kong. 





CHINA TRADE REPORTS FOR 1869. 
SECOND ARTICLE. 

We now proceed to give a short analysis of the Reports of the 
Commissioners of Customs at the eleven Treaty Ports, in the order 
in which they appear. The returns from Shanghai are not yet 
published, Mr. Dick, the Commissioner at that port, having sup- 

lied, instead, the suggestions for the revision of the Customs, 
Marit and Trade Regulations, which we noticed in our last. 

1. Neweuwives tha report of Mr. Leeson shows that, though 
the total value of the trade during 1869 fell short of that in 
1868 by nearly Tis. 700,000, it was greater than in 1866 and 1867, 
while the value of the export trade in 1869 was greater than in 
the previous year, or in 1866, and was not much exceeded by that 
during 1867. ‘The total value of goods imported was Tls. 
3,579,810, and of exports Tls. 5,520,249, The number of vessels 
entering this‘port in 1869 was 359, against 211 in 1868 and 327 
in 1867, and of these 29 were steamers, while only 29 steamers 
arrived here in 1868. The import of opium was of an average 
character. The result of inquiries among the natives as to 
the cause of the increased importation of Cotton Piece 
Goods during the past year was the information that these 
goods are more largely used by the natives of Manchu- 
ria, and that hopes are entertained that the prohibition to 
barte goods at the half-yearly fair at the Corean frontier station 
will be withdrawn, though this may be a work of time. Nan- 
keens are said to be taking the place of foreign cotton fabrics asa 
material for the long gowns generally worn by the Coreans. The 
importation of iron has very largely increased, and the bartering 
of imports for exports appears to have been largely resorted to 
in consequence of the high price of silver. The revenue amounted 
to Tis. 26),9813in 1869, against Tls. 215,849 in 1868, and Tis. 
231.972 in 1867. Reports on the Manchurian coal-mines state 
that it resembles Cardiff coal, and is well suited for steam pur- 
poses. Its price is concealed by the natives. 

2. CHEFoo.—Mr. Wright reports an unprosperous year’s trade, 
which he attributes to the unusually high rate of silver, and the 
determination of the native merchants to restrict credit in con- 
sequence of the inferior quality of the Sycee remitted in payment 
of their bills. The total imports, which amounted to 7,015,095 in 
1868, fell to 6,320,285 in 1869. The shipping is characterised b: 
an increase of fifty in number, 598 vessels having entered, of whic 
228 were British, 162 North German, and 136 American. The 
revenue shows the small increase of Tls. 3,493. 

3. Hanxow.—Mr. Hobson says that the season 1869 will lon 
be remetnbered on‘ account of the disastrous flood with whic! 
this port was visited. For more than three months there was 
hardly a house that was not afloat in the lower story, and the 
only means of communication was by boat. That so large a trade 
should have been done under such adverse circumstances is re- 
markable, but the native town is built on higher ground, and 
much godown room remained dry. ‘The total imports were 
Ms. 16,273,223 in 1869, against Tls. 14,988,614 in the previous 
year, and Tls. 18,130,664 in 1867. The exports were Tls. 14,840,037 
in 1869, against Ts. 15,481,567 in 1868. The shipping increased 
in number froin 325 to 349, of which no less than 198 were 
American, 

4. Coisx1ana.—Mr. Kopsch reports vigorous signa of the 
recovery of this port from the injuries inflicted by the Taipings. 
Of the ten years that have elapsed since the recapture of the city 
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from the Taipings, only the last two can be said to have been free 
from rebels. The restoration of tranquillity in the interior, com- 
bined with the extension of the transit system, caused a demand 
for all sorts of imports unparalleled since 1865. The total value 
of the import trade increased from T'ls. 3,656,863 in 1868 to 
Tis. 5,269,212 in 1869 ; and the consumption of Manchester goods 
has increased to such an extent as to entitle this port to rank ag 
the fifth largest importer, Chefoo being the fourth. The exports 
are disappointing ; the mainstay of the export trade—silk piece 
goods—showing an unaccountable diminution, which reduced the 
total exports from Tls. 441,919 in 1868 to Tls. 372,285 in 1869, 
But this port, in its palmiest days, was never distinguished for its 
exports ; its chief importance was as an entrepot on the highway 
to the great centre of trade, Hankow, and the capital, Peking. 
The revenue increased from Tls. 38,636 to Tls. 55,957 in the course 
of last year. 

5. Ninapo.—Mr. Bowra reports the trade of this port during 
the past year as having been favourably influenced by the pros- 
perous condition of the province. The returns show an increase 
in every item. The revenue in 1869 exceeds that of 1868 by 
90,000 taels. The total value of the trade in 1869 exceeds that 
of 1868 by 245, taels ; Chinese imports show an increase of 
242,000 taels ; and exports show an increase in value of nearly 
two millions of taels. Tonnage and transit dues alone show a 
falling off ; the first as an obvious consequence of the decrease in 
shipping caused by the fair average rice harvest of the year; and 
the latter asa natural result of the adoption by the provincial 
authorities of a more liberal tariff of charges on native-owned 
foreign goods ‘carried inland. The dccrease of tonnage dues is 
only 1,100 taels, and in the transit dues 5,400 taels. 

6. Foocnow.—M. de Méritens reports the decline ofthe total 
trade from $31,263,722 in 1867 to $29,876,783 in 1868, and 
$26,783,469 in 1869. The market opened a month later, and at 
rates 25 per cent. lower than in 1868, and everything seemed to 
promise well for exporters, but the enormous stocks on hand ex- 
ercised a ruinous influence on prices. Nevertheless, the foreign 
imports show $5,261,763 in 1869, against $5 203,587 in the pre- 
vious year, and the foreign exports $17,368,750 in 1869, against 
$19,752,470 in 1868, which, in view of better times, is uot dis- 
couraging. Grey shirtings maintain their position, and T Cloths 
have steadily advanced in their proportion the imports, so 
have camlets, The revenue shows a falling off from 1,819,100 
Haikuau taels in 1868 to 1,776,303 in 1869);j this is, however, 
better than the return for 1867, which was 1,712,429, and is 
therefore encouraging for the future prosperity of the port. 

7. Swatow.—Mr. Kleinwachter reports a continuance of the 
decrease of the total trade, which amounted in 1867 to Tis. 
11,826,941, in 1868 to Tls. 8,527,507, and in 1869 to Tls. 8,392,911. 
Foreign imports have fallen in somewhat similar proportion. It 
was hoped that by equalising, z.¢. raising, the amounts to be ool- 
lected in the south to the same levied here—a return of the 
opium trade to its legitimate course through this port would have 
been brought about ; but this idea has been dissipated by the sale 
of unstamped opium within ten miles of Swatow, without any 
attempt at prohibition from the Viceroy. A satisfactory increase 
is noted in the coast trade, though it is still only five-eighths of 
what it wasin 1867. The exports continue to fall off. In 1867 
they were Tls. 2,934,798; in 1868, Tls. 2,793,663 ; and in 1869, 
Tls. 2,496,660. The dues and duties collected have also fallen 
from Tls. 381,025 in 1868 to Tls. 351,510 in 1869. 

8. Canron.— Mr. Gloverfreports the total trade of this port as 
notdiffering materially from that of the previous year; but there 
is a falling off in the value of the imports of $1,500,000, and an 
increase of the same amount in the value of the exports. The 
duties reached Tls. 3,700 in excess of 1868. But, in making an 
estimate of the trade of this port, the fact mnst not be lost a 
of that a large amount of the carrying trade is done by junks ; 
and, while the returns of this office may show a decreased import 
or export of merchandise, the shipment may be as large, or even 
larger, than before, because the manifests never get beyond the 
native office. Canton has ceased to be the distributing port of 
the province, the facilities with which goods can be taken from 
Hong Kong direct to the large inland cities inducing the pur- 
chasers to seek that market instead of this. The supply of Indian 
cotton continues to decrease. The tonnage of sailing vessels enter- 
ing this port last year was 6,800 tons more than in 1868, and the 
number of vessels was only increased by one. 

9. Tiexrs1n.—Mr. Hannen reports the largest amount of total 
trade since this port was opened in 1861, with the single excep- 
tion of 1866 ; and for imports alone it is the largest yet returned. 
The total value of the trade for 1869 was Tls. 18,090,575. During 
1866 the exports rose to Tls. 2,687,262, a much larger amount than 
they have reached before or since, and which, as far as can fairly 
be presumed, it will require some special cause (such as the one 
then in operation—an excessive export of cotton) to restore. 
The total value of the imports is estimated at Tls. 17,127,610, 
being Tis. 544,153 in oxcess of 1866, the year next in importanee, 
though, during that year there were seventeen hundred chests more 
opium imported, representing a total value of Tls. 1,000,000. This 
has been made up during the past year by larger imports of cot- 
ton and woollen manufactures, metals, &c. The return of ship- 
ping shows an increase in the number of vessela and tonnage. The 
revenue has increased about Tls. 4,000 beyond that collected during 
1668, and nearly the whole is under the heading of tonnage duem 
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The trade of the year has, therefore, been satisfactory, there being 
but one branch, that of opium, which shows a falling off. The ex- 
tent of country drawing its supplies through Tientsin varies but 
little from year to year, but the trade is affected by the crops, 
the disturbed or peaceful condition of the country, and other 
similar causes. Though the actual result of the year’s trade has 
not been remunerative, the figures show favourably when taken 
in connection with the general advancement of the op Though 
one year may disappoint, the merchant will find his compensa- 
tion in the next. Very noticeable in the imports of Cotton ma- 
nufactures is the rapid increase, since the conclusion of the war 
in America, in the trade in T-Cloths; the quantity in 1867 being 
half as much more as that in 1866; that in 1868 being four times 
the amount of 1867; and finally that in 1869 doubling 1868. 
The imports of woollens are very satisfactory, English camlets, 
and lastings showing the greatest increase. Exports are a very 
limited part of the trade of this port, but they also show an amount 
of Ts. 72,359.85 in 1869, against Tls. 53,122.72 in the previous year. 
The export of coal may become very important if the Chinese 
Government should, as is reported, be about to work the coal in 
the hills east of Tientsin, employing foreign machinery for the 
purpose. There has been a further increase in shipping of 335 
vessels and 120,410 tons in 1869, against 299 vessels and 109,077 
tons in the previous year. The greatest increase has been in the 
North German tonnage, which has reached a total of 26,788 tona 
against 16,528 tonsin 1868, while the British flag has lost groun 
to the extent of some 6,000 tons—a state of affairs connected 
with the shipping trade on the coast of China by no means con- 
fined to this port, and one which certainly merits the serious con- 
sideration of those interested. 

10. Kurmrana.—Mr. Drew reports that, though not equal to 
1868, the past year furnishes an Vas essa | return. The trade 
shows nearly a million and a half of taels less than 1868; but 
considerably more than a million of this loss is owing to the 
diminished .exportation of black tea, consequent on the inunda- 
tion of the surrounding country, and the misfortunes of 1869 
have only reduced its figures below the year preceding, while 
they are still in advance of 1867 and preceding years. e total 

e was Tls. 9,703,899. Exports represent Tls. 6,546,886, and 
imports Tis. 3,157,013, of which Tle. 2,655,606 are foreign. For 
the most part of the year four large steamers per week call here 
from Shanghai with cargo, and the same number take cargo away 
to Shanghai. 


11. Tamsvr, Formosa.—Mr. Taintor reports the satisfactory 
character of the general trade of these two ports. The consump- 
tion of imports is necessarily limited by the local demand, and 
the returns at present issued are only made up to the end of 1868. 
They are, however, sufficiently encouraging to show the success 
that would be sure to attend a few more years’ development if 
we retain our hold upon the ports. The foreign imports were 
Tis. 472,153 in 1865, upwards of Tls. 600,000 in each of the two 
following years, and 1868 they reached Tis. 551,511, while the 
exports, which were Ts. 252,814 in 1866, and fell to Tls. 156,683 
in 1867, amounted to no less than Tls. 308,834 in 1868. The re- 
venue rose from Ts. 49,037 in 1867 to Tls.69,347 in 1868; and 
the shipping showed an increase, in the same period, of from 141 

222 vessels. Mr. Taintor gives some very interesting particu- 
ars concerning the two most important exports—coal and cam- 
phor. In the former the increase has been unprecedented, the 
export for 1868 having been nearly double that of 1867. In 1865 
only 7,162 tons were exported; in 1666, 17,887 tons; in 1867, 
12,860 tons; and in 1868, 25,392 tons. The duty charged on this 
item is most burdensome, amounting, as it did in 1868, to Tls. 
17,000, ar about two-fifths of the sum collected on the whole ex- 
port trade. The introduction of foreign skill and enterprise in 
working the mines would enable the Formosa coal to compete fa- 
vourably with Australian and Japanese ; for labour is cheap and 
abundant, and the proximity of the mines to water communica- 
tion might easily be made to reduce the cost of carriage. Cam- 
phor is at present the most important export from Tamsui, and this 
trade has been quite revolutionised by the break-up of the so-called 
Cam poor monopoly, the export having jumped up from 5,070.99 

iculs in 1867 to 14,440.88 in 1868, while the price has fallen 
rom $16 per picul to the lowest limit, $7.80. The duty on cam- 
phor represents about 10 per cent. of the value. Among the pre- 
sent unproductive natural resources of Formosa are the sulphur 
pits, in which a mine of wealth lies undeveloped, awaiting the 
time when the Government will allow them to be worked for its 
own benefit by private persons anxious to do so.* 





THE SUEZ CANAL NOT SAFE OVER TWENTY- 
ONE FEET. 

Captain Steele, of the Eri King, has published a valuable ac- 
count of his passage through the Suez Canal, which proves what 
we have always urged upon our readers—that it is not wise for 
any vessel to attempt to pass through the Canal drawing more 
than twenty-one feet. hen Captain Steel passed through in 
July last there was much less than twenty-two fect water in 
Various parts of the Canal, and his ship grounded about ten miles

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from Port Said. Captain Steele says: “Our draught was 21 feet 
4 inches aft, 21 feet 2 inches forward. We never had this depth 
of water under the entire ship after we entered the Lake, but the 
mud was soft. The ship. whose deep-load line is, say, 24 feet, if 
only drawing or be lightened to 21 feet, is likely to pass through 
the Canal without a stumble as the Canal now is; but place the 
ship whose deep-load line is 21 feet an inch beyond that draught 
and she will stagger at the smallest impediment, and become 
perfectly ungovernable when her keel smells the mud.” Here is 
the account of the exertions necessary to get the grounded vessel 
afloat again :— 


At ten p.m. the tide had risen a few inches higher than it had been in 
the morning. Our heavy tow-ropes had been passed on board the tugs, 
and a third rope (8-inch Man.Ju) made fust to a mooring-post on the 
Canal bank, leading from our starboard quarter. This was hove well 
taut with a double tackle. Ata given signal the tugs started, the ship’s 
engines at the same time going full speed astern. She did not move. 
A second attempt was equally fruitless; but in the third, with all hands 
racing with heavy tread fore and aft the decks she started afloat, and 
was moored against the starboard bank till morning. 

On the following day engines were turned ahead and way gathered 
upon the £rl King; but, feeling the mud caused much hesitation under 
her helm, it (the helm) was steadied for a moment before we reached 
the light-vessel. From this onward, say 250 yards, she refused all 
helm, but gradually made way through the soft mud while the engines 
were kept going. Starboard helm being required, and refused, the en- 
gines were stopped, and with the engines the ship’s way stopped. Judging 
from the buoys, the ship wasin inid-channel. Sounding, however, gave 
20 feet 6 inches on both sides, with 24 feet about five yards to port of 
us. The ship had been about fiteon minutes stationary when the Har- 
bourmaster of Ismailia brought the Edmond again to our assistance. 
He soon afterwards brought anchors and warps, and laid double an- 
chors far out on our port quarter. On these anchors we hove with 
powerful purchase, the tug at the same time towing on our port bow, 
and our own engine at intervals going full speed astern. The ship was 
dragged across many holes showing 22, 23, and 24 feet water; but at 
seven P.M., after a day of unending effort and great toil, with much 
damage to ropes, mooring bitts, and two stunchions, the Mri King was 
left for the night close to the light-vegsel, still hung in the mud, but 
sufficiently under command to enable the tug to tow her into the Canal 
next morning. 


It is of course impossible that such violent strains can be ap- 
plied to any vessel without causing great injury, even though it 
may not be immediately perceived. Oaptain Steele’s conclusion 
deserves the attentive perusal of every shipowner likely to uso the 
new route :— 


Here lie the head and front of the Suez Canal Company’s offending. 
They aim at too much. Their prospectus before the public, showing a 
depth of nearly 26 feet water in the Canal—which should mean all parts 
of the Canal—they know to be untrue, and if they allow conditions to 
be made in London they have no intention of fulfilling at Port Sald, they 
are very reprehensible. That the company intend the Canal to contain 
a depth of 26 feet water throughont Its entire length is evidenced by the 
immense progress they have lat:ly mude between Suez and the Small 
Lake. This Jength of the Canal, formerly the worst, with the exception 
of a very short distance near Suez (but soon to be equal with the rest), has 
a depth of 24 feet at low water tide, riscs from 4 feet to 6 feet, and, 
better still, the sides of the Canal are nearly precipitous. I hope the 
Company may sce it their interest to do away with the shelving bank 
when deepening other portions of the Canal. In the meantime, while 
the Canal remains with nearly twenty miles of its central part with, say, 
21 feet water, it will be well if the company’s agents at Port Sald or 
Suez apply greater discrimination in the immersion of vessels passing 
through the Canal, 





OUR DANGERS IN CHINA. 

The Globe says :— Lord Granville announced on the evening of the 
Oth inst. at Guildhall that he had received a telegram from our Minis- 
ter at Peking, in which it was stated that there is no danger in the 
north of China, and that an Ambassador is starting for Europe. This 
announcement will be received with general satisfaction, although if 
is difficult to understand how, in the short interval which has elapsed 
since the arrival of Mr. Wade's last telegram, the neighbourhood of 
brigands and destitation of the people at Newchwang, which he therein 
stated formed sources of danger to foreigners residing at that place, 
have been suppressed. The Ambassador spoken of is probably Chung- 
How, who was Governor of Tientsiu at the time of tho massacre, but 
who has by common agreement been acquitted of all complicity with 
the authors of the riot. It is not easy to see what good his arrival in 
Europe can possibly effect, especially at this juncture. The utter fu- 
tility of the Burlinghame mission is not an encouraging precedent, and 
we only trust that the advent of Chung-How may not be accompanied 
by similar outrages on foreigners to those which formed such unfortu- 
nate commentaries on the grandiloquent pacific speeches of his Ame- 
rican predecessor. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says :—If there be really any truth in the re- 
ports which reach us from China that there is a combination of Chinese 
autborities and people hostile to forcignera, and an organisation ex- 
tending all down the coast for purposca of aggression, thenfobviously it 
would be a fatal error to stand inactive till the mischief is done. This 
would be to provoke a wur, not to avert it—to make conflict and dis- 
aster inevitable which might have been prevented. Those among our 
statesmen here who most dread such a calamity, are ap’ to forget that 
two very opposite conditions equally conduce to the same end. The 
first is rashness and an overbearing meddling policy, by which oven 8 
nation like the Chinese may be lashed into fury.. The second is su- 
pineness under menace of aggression ; or the inability of those who are 
in acthority on the spot, and know the danger, to take any timely 
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ateps to avert attack or a massacre. Of the two, the second condition 
is the most perilous perhaps. We are far from thinking that it does 
not behove us to guard against the first, both as a wrong to the Chinese 
and a danger to ourselves. But this may be best effected by enforcing 
responsibility of the gravest kind upon all authorities—civil, naval, 
or military—who may fail in judgment or discretion on occasions of 
instant emergency. Any deviation from such general instructions 
and standing orders as the Home Government may issue should be 
justified only by the clearest evidence of overruling necessity. And 
any failure in this respect should be promptly followed by public re- 
buke and dismissal. We venture to say the danger under such 
conditions would not be on the side of rashness. But no official, 
civil or naval, under such circumstances—having the judgment and 
cou which we assume to be the average qualifications of those 
in authority—would feel constrained to stand aloof, or waste 

fs time in unavailing appeals to the Chinese authorities for aid while 
danger and death could plainly be seen approaching a whole com- 
munity, as certainly was the case at Tientsin. 

The Rev. John Chalmers, writing from Canton on Sept. 16 says :— 
**The China question seems hardly to receive a thought in Europe 
just now, but the longer it is delayed the more serious it will become. 

dare say you sometimes feel a little uneasy about the safety of your 
friends in this barbarous place. We are not afraid, however, in the 
meantime. Canton is far removed from the centre of the present 
hostile movement, and has had enough of foreign fighting; but there 
is every appearance of a complete clearing out of all foreigners from 
the north of China before they are frozen in for another winter. In- 
deed, report says they have already got notice from the Government 
to leave because they cannot be protected ; and it is known that the 
American missionaries at Tangchow have sent an urgent request to 
their consul to be safely removed from their station by gunboat or 
otherwise. My own impression is that the Chinese have in view the 
overthrow of the Tartar dynasty as well as the expulsion of Euro- 

, and that for the accomplishment of this double object they— 
t.e., the leaders of this project—are prepared to drive the whole coun- 
try into a state of anarchy and utter misery. They know that China 
eannot do anything against a European Power; but if there is no re- 
cognised Government in the country at all, of course we mast be 
driven away by the lawless mob, and kept at bay by any new Govern- 
ment that may arise, till new treaties are demanded and obtained with 
more or legs of force. I fancy the patriotic /iterati of China would be 
prepared to sacrifice everything for the hope of restoring their country 
to its old state of isolation. This is what they want —neither more 
nor leas. [t is not the missionaries, but all foreigners, be they minis- 
ters, missionaries, or merchants, that they want to get rid of.”

COFFEE. 

Extensive supplies of Plantation Ceylon have again been placed upon 
offer, bat a good demand has continued to prevail, and a further ad— 
vance of 1s. per cwt. has been established. The business in Native 
Ceylon has been less extensive, but the late advance is steadily main- 
tained. In other East India kinds no transactions are reported. 

SUGAR. 

The quiet condition of the market which prevailed at the close of 
our last report continued until the 11th inst., when a better demand 
appeared for refining descriptions, and sales of good extent were ef- 
fected at firm prices, which has continued to-day, and last week's quo- 
tatious are fully supported. Penang: 3,810 bags have been gold by auc- 
tion at fally the valuations, common soft brown (duty 4s.) 228. to 28s., 
middling to fine brown (duties 4s. and 48. 9d.) 24s. 6d. to 27s. 6d., soft 
grey and yellow (duty 4s. 9d.) 288. to 298. Manila: There have been 
no public auctions, and by private contract the sales have been mode- 
rate, but there has been a fair demand privately, chiefly for export ; 
about 23,000 bags common clayed (duty 4s.) have been sold at 22s. 6d. 
to 283., chiefly the latter price, also 4,000 bags unclayed Taal at 
18s. 6d. 

Cocoa-nur O1n.—Transactions have been unimportant; of 154 casks 
Ceylon offered a moderate part sold, pipes at £37 10s. to £87 16a., and 
hogsheads at £38 5s. 

INN AMON.—Of offers amounting to 237 bales Ceylon about 100 bales 
found buyers, good middling to good first sort at 2s. 10s. to 83, 28.5 
good second, 88.; third, 2s.
